The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Vladivostok (Mr. R. M. Hodgson) on the trade of that district in 
1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

Some 20,000 tons of meat are imported annually from abroad for 
use in the Russian Far East, Vladivostok, 

Meat. Khabarovsk and Nikolsk being the principal 
centres of consumption. Fully 90 per cent. of the 

import is used for feeding troops, and, as the number of troops as well 
as of the general population is increasing, the demand for foreign 
meat is likely to grow for some time tocome. ‘The sources of supply 
are at present China, Corea and Mongolia, and of these the first two 

are falling off. Mongolia may be looked upon as the main source of 
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RUSSIA (SIBERIA)—coxtinued. 


supply for the future, but at present the trade is hardly organised. 
Consequently, local prices for meat are rising, and the last contracts 
for supplying troops, which were let at about 4 roubles 75 copecks 
per poud (about 3ls. 1d. per cwt.), are being carried out at a 
loss. It is possible to import Australian meat into Vladivostok at 
4 roubles 20 copecks per poud (about 27s. 6d. per cwt.), and, .this 
being so, it would seem that the time has come when a strong and 
independent firm could engage in this business at a profit. 


Another branch of trade to which Australian exporters might 
profitably turn their attention is fruit. Practically 

Fruit. no fruit is grown locally, and what good fruit is 
imported is extraordinarily expensive. Apples, 


oranges, grapes and pineapples should find a good sale, as should 


peaches, passion fruit and other soft varieties, if it be found possible 
to import them in good condition. A circumstance very much in 
favour of this trade is that the Australian fruit harvest coincides with 
the time when fruit is most difficult to obtain at Vladivostok. 
Freights—about £3 per ton with transhipment—are against the 
trade ; but, even so, it is thought that it should be possible to compete 
with American fruit, the wholesale c.if. prices of which are

Smyrna for room at Smyrna for British products, the Com- 
British Products mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade 
’ has been informed by H.M. Vice-Consul at Smyrna 
(Mr. C. E. Heathcote-Smith), that the response so far to the Circulars 
sent out by the British Chamber of Commerce at Smyrna does not 
warrant starting the exhibition quite on the lines originally traced 
out just yet, but in the meantime it has been decided to house free 
in the Chamber’s offices such exhibits as have been unconditionally 
promised (some of which have already arrived), and later, as soon as 
a sufficient number, say 80 to 100 exhibits, are secured, to proceed 
as intended at the first. 

The exhibits so far secured are lubricating oils, cutlery, woollens, 
mustard, gas engines, groceries, filters, bottles, soap, watered silks, 
cigars and alkalis. Mr. Heathcote-Smith sends a list of articles in 
which British makers pre-eminently stand in danger of being ousted 
by foreign competitors, either owing to the price of their goods, 
want of pushing, or unsuitability of style, as follows :— 

Goloshes ; waterproofs; umbrellas (good quality); ready-made 
boots and shoes; candles; sanitary appliances (w.c.’s, &c.); cotton 
flannelettes (printed) ; twine and cord, tarred ropes; ironmongery ; 
clocks and watches; saws, files, &c.; iron nails; bolts, nuts, screws, 
&c.; many kinds of “patent” articles; pharmaceutical products 
(especially quinine, glycerine); leather (prepared) ; hats (soft felts) ; 
cutlery ; fezzes; blacking ; hosiery underwear ; paints and varnishes ; 
lamps; perfumery; enamel-ware; essences (fruit, alcoholic, &c.) ; 
fancy leather goods ; indiarubber goods (medical purposes) ; slippers ; 
blankets ; silver-plated and electro-plated goods; complete fireplace 
(tiled); gloves (kid, &c.); iron fences, barbed wire ; pens and pencils ; 
patent stoves and cooking apparatus. (See also p. 121). — (20,533. 
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HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Board of Trade have issued a new edition of the Handbook 
to their Commercial Intelligence Branch, the first edition of which was 
published in December, 1906. 

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners appointed by the Board of Trade, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South Africa, and a list 
of the local Trade Correspondents in British Colonies, together with 
information as to the work of His Majesty’s Commercial Attachés 
and Consular Officers and their relation to the Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
“‘Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

CONTRABAND OF WAR: DECLARATIONS BY ITALIAN 
AND TURKISH GOVERNMENTS. 


With reference to the notice on p. 64 of last week’s issue of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” respecting a Declaration by the Italian 
Government with regard to Contraband of War, it is now notified that 
H.M. Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs has been informed by 
H.M. Ambassador at Rome that coal and foodstuffs, whatever their 
destination, will not be regarded as Contraband by the Italian Govern- 
ment during hostilities between Italy and Turkey. 


It is also notified that H.M. Ambassador at Constantinople has 
now received officially from the Porte a list of articles declared to be 
contraband. The list comprises the articles enumerated in Articles 22 
and 24 of the Declaration of London (Parliamentary Paper “ Miscel- 
laneous No. 4, 1909”), with the addition of iron bars, presumably

rivets, of ? or 3 inch diameter. ‘The Porte have also informed His 
Excellency that cargoes of grain from Black Sea Ports, carried in 
neutral vessels to neutral ports, will be allowed to pass. 

Such cargoes consigned to Italian ports will also be allowed to pass, 
provided they are not destined for Italian forces or Administration. 
Such destination will, however, be presumed if such cargoes are 
addressed to Italian authorities or to merchants known to supply the 
Italian Government, or when they are destined for the following 
fortified places:—Spezia, Civita Vecchia, Naples, Taranto, Bari, 
Brindisi, Ancona, Castellamare-di-Stabia, Catania, and Syracuse. 
This arrangement will only hold good provided the British Consulate- 
General at Constantinople gives written declaration to Turkish port 
authorities that the destination of cargoes does not come under any of 
the above-mentioned headings. 





FRAUDULENT TRADERS AT SMYRNA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M, Vice-Consul 
at Smyrna (Mr. UC. E. Heathcote-Smith) on the trade of that district 
in 1910-11, which will shortly be issued :— 


Bands of swindlers still thrive at Smyrna at the expense of the 
inept foreigner who believes that all is gold that glitters. A ‘ Black 
Band ”* still finds ready dupes by time-honoured devices. Low prices, 
excellent references by fellow scoundrels, magnificent samples, and 
well-sounding, cleverly worded letters are bait sufficient to out- 
manceuvre the caution of many a British firm, who long after their 
doom is sealed write tardily to their Consulate for information as 
to their victimiser’s standing. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Turkey, Smyrna.—'The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Vice-Consul at Smyrna (Mr. C. KE. Heathcote-Smith) on the 
trade of that district in 1910-11, which will shortly be issued :-- 

The year under review, viz., from June, 1910, to June, 1911, may 
be considered to have proved one of the most disappointing, from 
commercial point of view, that has been recorded for many years. 
The district surrounding Smyrna is looked upon as the most 
important hinterland, agriculturally, of any port in Turkey. Among 
the varied products of-this rich province are included the follow- 
ing: raisins, figs, barley, wheat, oats, millet and hemp seed, beans, 
valonea, cotton seed,'cotton, opium, tobacco, liquorice and olive oil. 
Commercially speaking, however, the year proved unremunerative 
to merchants and shippers. High prices could not compensate for 
the reduced volume of goods and turnover, although making up to the 
farmer to some extent for the deficient output of the soil. Judged 
by the standard of money value, the sum of imports expressed in

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Turkish pounds during this period has not shown much falling off, 
but this is probably due not to any increase in the buying power of 
the country, but rather to the high prices which have prevailed for 
most commodities, more especially cotton goods, and in part to the 
improved methods now obtaining at the customs both in the proper 
assessment of the import duty and the valuation of the goods. 
Banking, which is one of the barometers of every district’s measure 
of prosperity or otherwise, presented no features indicating any 
general increase in the financial well-being of the region. 

The effect of the new Constitutional régime still made itself felt 
in the gradual establishment of some new concerns, while there was. 
a saner realisation of the possibilities and limitations of the country 
than had been apparent during the first months of the enthusiasm 
which prevailed in 1908-9. 

The forward movement of commerce in Turkey is so largely in- 
fluenced by the attitude of foreigners, and that in its turn by the 
state of Ottoman administration, that a few words may be devoted to 
the condition of some departments of administration. In the 
judiciary a potential improvement is noticeable in the growing 
number of qualified law officers who have received a legal training. 
The public safety has been placed on a surer basis, as new gendarmes. 
trained under the supervision of British officers have been scattered 
throughout the district to the number of 650 since the “ reforms ” 
began in 1909. The police force is being much smartened up, and, 
thanks to the capability of a new chief of police, Smyrna is now one 
of the safest of towns—within the borough limits. 

The new system of declarations or “presentation of invoices ” 
introduced in 1909 through the efforts of the Adviser, Sir Richard 
Crawford, has worked admirably, and complaints are, in striking 
contrast to the past, seldom heard. The customs dues, as a result of 
the excellent administration prevailing, were strictly collected during 
1910, and to that rather than to an increase in the imports is to be 
attributed the rise of £'T 47,000 in the value of imports as given in 
the Customs returns. 

Passports for travelling within the Empire are no longer required, 
but those coming from abroad to Turkey are obliged to present their 
papers duly viséd. 

Agricultural implements.—A train stopping at each station for 
practical demonstrations of agricultural machinery was run on the 
Aidin line in 1910, and no doubt did some good. But security, roads, 
a sound system of land tenure, and the facilities of a good land law 
must come before the market will begin to absorb the quantity of 
machinery it undoubtedly could take. Meanwhile the United King- 
dor is doing fairly well in the trade in agricultural implements. 

Bicycles and Motor Cars.—The hitch in the loan for the roads 
contract, and lack of security keep the import of bicycles and motor 
cars comparatively insignificant. 

Cotton Goods.—The United Kingdom held her own in 1910 in grey 
shirtings, white shirtings, T-cloths and prints, while Austria-Hungary 
stands first in zephyrs (printed shirtings). On the whole the quantity of 
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business done was above the average. Prices were generally high all 
the year round, and local sales difficult. Continental countries did 
well in low-class cabots, particularly Italy in grey cabot and very low 
quality woven cotton goods. Spanish firms, too, did well in T-cloths 
and in cabots. 


Freights.—The following remarks are corroborated from more than 
one source. Of late years Continental firms have given much attention 
to exporting goods to the Smyrna district. For goods coming to 
Smyrna from Hamburg, Rotterdam or Antwerp the freight rates are 
low, which makes a great difference in the sale of cheap quality bulky 
goods, such as flannelettes, low-sized shirtings and cabots. The high 
freight rates from Liverpool, &c. are the first cause of the success of 
foreign competition against British in the Smyrna market. 


British Sample Exhibition—-The British Chamber of Commerce of 
Smyrna has done its best to organise a sample exhibition (see 
notice on p. 117), to be suitably situated and run on a large scale, 
and the expenses to be paid for by space-rent. So far the response 
has been disappointing, and not sufficient to enable the project 
to be realised. It may come by slow growth, but like all external 
aids to British commerce receives less support than similar schemes 
among some of our scientific competitors. 


Austro-Hungarian methods.—The Hungarian Société de Commerce 
et de Banque has an excellently situated effective showroom at Smyrna, 
which is, in point of fact, a private sample exhibition, for a large number 
of manufacturers are represented by its agency; such an institution 
might serve as an admirable model for the United Kingdom to copy. 
During the year a body of Austro-Hungarian magnates and merchants 
visited Smyrna with a view to knitting together the commercial 
interests of the two countries. 


English Language in Smyrna.—As emphasised last year, the 
value of spreading their language in the Levant has been most keenly 
realised by the French. Italy, by founding Roman Catholic schools 
and other propaganda, is now somewhat encouraging the use of her 
own tongue. Germany's efforts do not bear much fruit, but there is 
no doubt as to the steadily spreading knowledge of English. English 
is not yet so generally known, however, that correspondence with the 
smaller business houses can safely be conducted in the English 
language.

The Board of Trade have examined and tested a pattern of a

Note.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declured by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland and 
Germany are returned at “declared” values. Prior to April, 1909, 
however, all the exports from Germany, and from April, 1909, to the 
end of March, 1911, about one-third of the exports from that country, 
were returned at official values. The figures in italics are based, 
wholly or mainly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under 
which they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, 1.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

From the above table it will be seen that in spite of the failure 
of the French crop, and the alleged damage to the third Japanese 
crop by floods, the total for 1910 falls very little short of the figures 
for 1909, the European shortage being very nearly neutralised by Far 
Eastern exports, which beat all records and surpassed expectations. 

The following table shows the world’s production of silk for the 
last 35 years divided into 5 yearly periods, of which the mean is 
given. This shows in a striking way the enormous increase in the 
volume of silk produced in the world during that period and the 
contributions to that increase made respectively by the three different 
groups of countries into which the table is divided. It will thus 
be seen that the total has nearly tripled in 35 years, and that for 
the last 20 years the increase has been almost exclusively due to the 
remarkable growth in the production of the Near and Far Hast. For 
the moment indeed the Near Hast appears to bea marking time, 
and the whole of the increase in the total stands to the credit of 
China and Japan.

IMPORT TRADE IN IRON AND STEEL GOODS, 
MACHINERY, &. IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


The following information is from the report on the trade of the 
Philippine Islands in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

The British Acting Vice-Consul at Manila (Mr. M. Paske Smith) 
states that the value of the imports of iron and steel in 1910 was 
£1,159,222, a gain of more than 50 per cent. as compared with the 
preceding year. The year 1910 was good for all suppliers of 
iron and steel. The United States maintain a substantial lead. 
Although the increased volume of business was shared by the 
United Kingdom and the Continent of Europe, the increase in 
imports from the United States, favoured by a protective tariff, was 
very marked, while imports from the United Kingdom and other 
countries were only slightly in excess of those in the year 1909. It will 
require a determined effort on the part of British manufacturers 
to retain a hold on this market in all the principal branches of the 
trade. 

In bar iron and steel imports again show a considerable increase, 
and in this article the United Kingdom can successfully compete with 
manufacturers in the United States. 

The United States practically control the trade in galvanised iron 
sheets, and it is only for one or two well-known marks of British 
manufacture that a market is to be found. However, this is a trade 
that may revert again to the United Kingdom, for the thin sheets 
rolled by United States manufacturers, which are mainly the cause of 
this trade being lost to British suppliers, do not give the satisfaction 
or possess the lasting qualities of the heavier sheets made in the 
United Kingdom. 

Business in structural steel has improved. This article is mostly 
imported from the States in standard lengths and sections, to be cut 
and built up in Manila. 

A good business has been done in steel rails, a fair supply having 
been drawn from the United Kingdom and the Continent of Europe, 
the latter supplying a good quantity of rails of lighter section for 
light and portable railways. 
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Import Trade in Iron and Steel Goods, Machinery, &c. in the

Imports of nails and screws show that a strong hold has been gained 
by United States manufacturers in the Philippine market, which was 
previously in the hands of Kuropean and British manufacturers. 

Small tools and cutlery are mostly supplied by European manufac- 
turers, although in this as in other articles imports from the United 
States are marked by a considerable advance. 

A fair business was done in wire and wire rope by the United 
Kingdom, but tariff advantage is diverting the trade to the United 
States. 

There was a substantial gain to United States manufacturers 
in agricultural machinery to the detriment of British and other 
makers. 

The trade in the heavier class of machinery, steam-engines, &c. is 
practically divided between the United States and the United King- 
dom. The improvement in the cane sugar industry has improved this 
trade generally, and there was a good increase in imports of cane 
grinding mills and machinery, in which the United Kingdom, not- 
withstanding a 15 per cent. ad valorem duty, took a good share. 

Preference is given by the Government to read rollers of United States 
manufacture and a few have been imported, although machines of 
British make paying duty can still give builders in the United States 
a fair margin. 

The trade in petroleum and gasoline motors and electrical machinery 
is controlled by manufacturers in the United States. There was 
a considerable increase in business in these articles. 

The great advance made in the importation of motor vehicles is 
perhaps the most noticeable feature of the year. United States 
manufacturers, assisted by a 20 per cent. advantage in tariff, have 
entered the field with much energy and enterprise, and with the 
exception of a few cars of well-known European make the trade is 
almost exclusively American. 


The British Vice-Consul at [Iloilo (Mr. E. St. C. Purdon) writes 
that the imports of machinery at Iloilo are principally for use in 
connection with sugar plantations. Owing to the high price paid for 
sugar, an exceptionally large amount of sugar cane mills and boilers, 
light tramway rails and wagons, and ploughs were imported during 
1910. Even with the 15 per cent. import duty on all machinery not 
of United States make, the sugar cane mills are nearly all of British 
manufacture ; they are of the three-roller type of comparatively small 
size. The tramway material, on the other hand, is fairly evenly 
divided between French, German, and American makers. Ploughs are 
largely made locally, or imported from the United States of America.

Reyulations. o come into force on Ist November next, laying 
down revised regulations on the subject of the 

Customs treatment of imported merchandise as regards tare. This 
Decree prescribes in what cases duty is to be levied on the gross 
weight, on the real net weight, on the legal net weight (7.¢., the gross 
weight less a tare allowance fixed by law or by Decrees rendered in 
execution of Law) or on the combined weight of the goods and the 
interior packing ; and deals with the Customs régime of receptacles 
and packing, the Customs procedure in checking the declared weight 


of imported goods, and other cognate subjects. ° 


Special provisions are laid down regarding certain kinds of packing. 
The following is a translation of that Section which deals with 
Interior Packing of Cardboard commonly in use :— 


Article 43.—In order to facilitate Customs operations, and provided 
that there is no reason to suspect abuse, packing of cardboard (boxes 
“ encartages,’ drums, rollers, &c.) of common quality and current 
usage, enveloped or not externally with paper, may be assessed for 
duty at the same rate as the contents whenever such packing is 
dutiable separately at a higher rate. 
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FRANCE—continued. 


Article 44.— When the duty applicable to the goods is higher than 
that applicable to the packing, the weight of the latter is to be 
deducted, if the declarant agrees to this course. But in view of the 
diversity in form and weight of such packing, the actual tare can be 
allowed only if it is ascertained by a complete verification by the Cus- 
toms, and not by simple trial weighings. 


Article 45.—If the declarant objects to the weighing of all the 
packing, a tare of 1 per cent. shall be applied in respect of packing 
containing metals or metal wares, and 5 per cent. in respect of packing 
containing other kinds of goods, whether or not they are wrapped in 
paper or tin foil. 

These tares are to be deducted from the combined weight of the 
goods and the interior packing. The duty applicable to the card- 
board packing is to be levied separately (when such packing is 
dutiable) on the weight resulting from the calculation of the tares 
above specified. ‘The weight remaining after deduction of the legal 
tare of 1 or 5 per cent. represents the net weight on which the 
duty applicable to the goods is to be assessed. 


Article 46.—In cases where goods are placed on or between layers 
of cut paper, there shall be allowed a tare of 1 per cent. for the paper, 
this allowance being added if necessary to the tare prescribed for 
cardboard packing. 


Article 47.,—As regards goods dutiable on gross weight, the weight 
of the receptacles is to be included in the dutiable weight. 

In cases where the goods themselves are free of duty or are dutiable 
otherwise than by weight, the cardboard packing is to be assessed for 
duty separately, at the rate applicable thereto, on the weight resulting 
from the calculation of the tare of 5 per cent. 


Article 48.—The general provisions (of this Decree) remain appli- 
cable to cardboard packing which comes within the category of 
‘“ cartonnages décorés” or which are dutiable at rates higher than those 
provided for in Number 464 ter of the Customs tariff.

Wantage on ale in casks—A minimum allowance will be made 
of three gallons on every hogshead, two gallons on every barrel, half 
hogshead and kilderkin, and one gallon on every firkin which con- 
tains Bass’ imported ale, caused by reason of failing to fill the casks 
bung full, and of loss by fermentation during the transit to the 
United States.

BOLIVIA. 


H.M. Legation at La Paz have furnished the following particulars, 
Rail taken from a Presidential Message to the Bolivian 
ado-4 Congress, regarding railway construction in the 

Construction. Re 9 lig y 

epublic :— 

The construction work in the hands of the Bolivian Railway Com- 
pany is proceeding with despatch. The line from Rio Mulato to 
Potosi is already in operation for the first 80 kilometres, and 93 
kilometres of track-levelling work have been completed. It is stated 
that the whole line will be in operation by the month of February, 
1912. This line will give a great stimulus to the tin industry in and 
around Potosi. 

The line under construction from Oruro to Cochabamba has been in 
operation for the first 62 kilometres of the total distance of 210 kilo- 
metres since August, 1910. 

The Bolivian Railway Company is also proceeding with the con- 
struction of a line from Viacha to La Paz. When this line is 
finished it is proposed to build an extension therefrom to the 
Yungas Provinces of the Department of La Paz, and the necessary 
surveys have been made already for the first 67 kilometres of this 
proposed extension. 

The President recommended to the favourable consideration of 
Congress the proposal of the Bolivian Railway Company for the 
construction of the suggested railway line from La Quiaca to Tupiza. 

The railway from Arica (Chile) to La Paz will be opened to traffic 
in June, 1912, according to present estimates. 

Preliminary surveys will shortly be made of the projected line 
from Potosi to Sucre, with a view to its construction as soon as 
the present line under construction from Rio Mulato to Potosi is 
finished. 

Work on the Madeira-Mamoré railway is proceeding rapidly. 
Already the rails are laid up to the town of Villa Murtinho, opposite 
Villa Bella, and the traffic was to be inaugurated to kilometre 229, 
near the mouth of the River Abuna, by September. It is expected 
that this line will be completed by the end of the year 1912.

BRITISH INDIA,

RUSSIA (SIBERIA). 


With reference to the notice on pp. 384-5 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th August relative to the coal 
deposits of Russian Sakhalin, in which it was 
stated, on the authority of the Journal of the 
Russo-British Chamber of Commerce, that about 
350,000 tons of coal are required annually at Vladivostok for ship- 
ping, H.M. Consul at that port (Mr. R. M. Hodgson) writes pointing 
out that nearly all the ships that visit Vladivostok proceed to a 
Japanese port to coal, and that the quantity of coal sold at Vladivostok 
for bunkers is not more than 7,000 tons. Even should the price of coal 
at Vladivostok be brought so low as to make it profitable for ships to 
bunker there instead of in Japan, it is estimated by the local Chamber 
of Commerce that the demand for coal for shipping would only 
amount to about 100,000 tons. The total quantity of coal then 
required for all purposes would, it is estimated, be about 400,000 
tons, of which more than one-third is for the requirements of the 
army and navy, which are supplied by the Government mines at 
Soutchan. (23,974.)

GERMANY. 


The “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 10th October states that, according to 
the report issued by the German Motor Vehicle 
est Me anne Association, great progress was made during the 
—- 1910-11 working year in the German motor 
vehicle trade. There was a large increase in the export trade during 
1910 -as compared with 1909. The progress made is illustrated by 
the large number of new automobile firms which have been established, 
and by the extensive enlargements of old works. The expansion in 
the export trade has continued during the present year (1911-12). 
(X. 1,286.) 


The “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 12th October states that, at the last 
, meeting of the German Machine Tool Association, 
—" Tool it was asserted that the trade during the last 
— working year in machine tools had been on the 
whole satisfactory throughout Germany, although prices had been 
unsatisfactory and conditions imposed for delivery of material had 
been found irksome. It was pointed out that German manufacturers 
have to face acute competition, not only in foreign markets, but 
also in Germany, owing to the increase in wages, and to the upward 
tendency of the cost of raw materials. German manufacturers are 
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advised, therefore, to follow the principle now adopted in so many 
foreign countries as to specialising in certain kinds of machines. The 
present outlook is satisfactory, and it is anticipated that trade will 
be good for some considerable time. (X. 5,039.)

BOLIVIA: 


With reference to the article on pp. 25-4 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 6th July relative to the mineral 
Mining Industry. resources and industry of Bolivia, H.M. Legation 
at La Paz have furnished the following particulars, 
taken from a Presidential Message to the Bolivian Congress, of the 
position of the mining industry in the Republic :— 

The mining industry is relatively prosperous throughout the 
Republic. Many of the silver, tin, copper, and bismuth mines have 
installed modern machinery, and fresh discoveries of deposits of tin 
have been made, a factor which will later contribute to increase the 
exports of that metal from the departments of La Paz and Potosi. 

There are also four gold-mining companies in operation, the 
‘Amaya-Pampa,” ‘ Umabamba,” the ‘‘Chuquiaguillo” and “ Inca- 
huara Dredging Company.” 

A company has completed a hydro-electrical installation with a 
horse-power of three thousand minimum, at a distance of about 14 
kilometres from La Paz, and proposes, amongst other uses, to distribute 
power to various mining undertakings. (C. 8,182.) 





JAPAN. 


The following is extracted from the ‘‘ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 11th 
October :— 
Mining Industry. Increasing interest is being centred on the 
mining industry in Japan, both by the com- 
mercial community and by the Japanese Government. The whole 
of the mines, which are under the control of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Industry, are, for purposes of convenience, grouped into five 
sections. Mining rights can only be obtained from Government 
authorities and from persons legally authorised for that purpose. In 
1910-11 there was an increase in the grant of mining leases of 9 per 
cent. as compared with 1909-10. All the principal minerals show a 
more or less increased output in 1910-11, as compared with the 
previous year, viz., gold, about 9 per cent.; silver, about 12 per cent. ; 
copper, about 9 per cent.; iron, about 35 per cent.; and coal, about 
3 per cent. Compared with the year 1900 there was a total increased 
output of 60 per cent. ‘he total (nominal) capital of Japanese 
mining Companies amounts to 185,380,000 yen (about £18,900,000), 
against 94,600,000 yen (about £9,600,000) in 1905; these figures do 
not include the capital of private undertakings. (X. 5,256.)

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) has furnished 
the following particulars, extracted from the official 

Oilseeds Crop.  ‘‘ Commercial and Industrial Gazette” (St. Peters- 

burg) of 1st October, relative to the Russian 
oilseeds crop :— 

This year’s Russian oilseeds crop in general is less satisfactory in 
the eastern half of European Russia, but fully satisfactory in the 
central and more northern regions. 

The linseed crop is in general an average one. It is good in most 
districts of the governments of Tver, Smolensk, Vladimir, Kostroma, 
Pskov, Kaluga, Tchernigov, and in parts of the governments of 
Mohilev, Vologda, Olonets and Livonia. It is above the average 
in the governments of Kursk, Kharkov, Poltava and Volhynia. It is 
below the average or unsatisfactory in the eastern and south-eastern 
governments, viz. : Kazan, Penza, Simbirsk, Samara, Saratov, 
Astrakhan and Orenburg. It is not fully satisfactory in the Don 
Territory, in the northern Caucasus, in parts of the Tavride and 
Podolsk, and in places in the government of Perm. Elsewhere it 
is in general satisfactory. 

The hempseed crop, which in the central and more northern regions 
is only just being gathered in, is in general above the average. In 
the chief region of production, embracing the governments of ‘T’cher- 
nigov, Orel and Kursk, it is above the average and in parts good. It 
is fully satisfactory, too, in the governments of Tula, Riazan, Voronezh, 
Kaluga, Mohilev and Smolensk, and, in the south, in the government 
of Bessarabia, part of Kherson and in Volhynia. The crop is unsatis- 
factory in the eastern regions, viz., Kazan, Samara, Saratov and Oren- 
burg, and in parts of Simbirsk and Ufa. It is below the average in 
the Don Territory, in the Tavride, and in places in the governments 
of Kovna and Wilna. Elsewhere it is in general satisfactory. 

The sunflower crop varies, but is in general not below the average. 
In the most important producing regions, the governments of Saratov 
and Voronezh, the crop is somewhat above the average, and in the 
government of Tambov below. In the northern Caucasus, an 
important producing region, the yield is in general an average 
one. It is above the average in the governments of Poltava, 
Tchernigov, Bessarabia, Kherson and Kiev, and below the average 
in the Tavride, Simbirsk and Ufa governments. It is unsatisfactory, 
and in places bad, in the Don Territory and in the government of 
Orenburg. Elsewhere it is in general satisfactory. 

Winter rape, cultivated chiefly in the south-west and in Poland, 
has yielded in general a crop above the average. It is good and 
above average in the governments of Volhynia and Tchernigov, and 
in certain governments of Poland. The yield is below the average 
in Bessarabia, Kherson, and in parts of Podolsk and the Tavride, 
and average in the governments of Ekaterinoslav and Poltava. 

As regards quality, with the exception of the Central Volga and 
Trans-Volga governments, where the yield is for the most part 
unsatisfactory or bad, in almost the whole of Russia it is in general 
fully satisfactory. (C. 8,198.)

will again be filled. The newspaper therefore suggests the advis- 
ability of the purchase of dry pulp, even for mills regularly using

Compared with a year ago there was an improvement in most of 
the principal industries, but there was a considerable decline at blast 
furnaces, and in the jute, linen and lace industries. 

In the 394 trade unions with a net membership of 779,761, 
making returns, 22,850 (or 2°9 per cent.) were reported as unem- 
ployed at the end of September, 1911, compared with 3°3 per cent. at

GERMANY. 
The British Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. Turner) has furnished 
Raw Hide the following information, taken from the ‘“ Leip- 
ziger T'ageblatt”’ of 3rd October, as to the state of 
and Skin Trade. : . 
the German raw hide and skin markets :— 

Purchases of raw hides have recently been small in the expectation 
of a reduction in price; but, although a very small reduction did take 
place, it has been followed by an increase of from 2 to 5 pfennigs 
a pound, ‘This increase is ascribed, on the one hand, to international 
speculation, and, on the other, to the increasing and lively demand for 
raw hides. Prices in the United States of America, which country 
has a great influence on the state of the hide market, are firm ; 
the United Kingdom sends constant large orders to the German 
market ; while France and Austria are also good buyers of hides of 
German origin. ‘The German leather industry consequently finds 
its principal raw material considerably increased in price. 

It seems likely that this tendency will be maintained, indeed an 
increase in prices seems probable, as the number of hides received 
from local sources is by no means above the average. 

The skin (‘‘ Wildhiute”) market is also firm. ‘There was, at one 
time, a tendency to reduce prices in consequence of the failing of the 
means of water transport. This cause, however, has now been removed, 
and the demand is lively and prices have become firm. 

For good salt hides the tendency is towards a rise in price. 
America is a strong purchaser in La Plata. The Kast Indian hide 
market also shows a firm tendency with an inclination to rise, and 
the same may also be said with regard to China and Java hides. It 
will be seen, therefore, that raw hides are in strong demand, and the 
attempts of the German leather industry to keep prices on a more 
moderate level have up to the present been unsuccessful. The writer 
in the ‘‘ Tageblatt” draws the conclusion that the production of raw 
hides is much too small, while the consumption is steadily growing.

In addition to a large number of wine, 
leather and cigarette factories, where hundreds of 
young men and girls find employment, an important 
and promising weaving factory has been established 
at Carlovassy, chiefly for the manufacture of underclothing. All 
raw material destined for this factory, such as cotton and woollen 
yarns, &c., being exempt from duty, it is believed that its products 
will be easily introduced in the Levant. ‘T'wo or three new factories 
for alcoholic drinks have been established at Vathy and export their 
products chiefly to Turkey and Egypt.

United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since lst April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S8.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. | 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being 15s.
